CHAPTER 30 

Osteosarcoma is a form of bone cancer that tends to form at the end of long bones like the 
femur or tibia leg bones. It is the eighth most common form of cancer in children. It also com' 
prises 20% of all cases of bone cancer. 

“Petrushka” is a ballet by Russian composer Igor Stravinsky, composed in 1910-11. The story is 
about a traditional Russian puppet made of straw and sawdust who comes to life and develops 
emotions. 

CHAPTER 31 

“Swan Lake” is a ballet by Russian composer Pyotr Ilyich Tchaikovsky, composed in 1875'76. 
Based on Russian folk tales, it tells the story of Odette, a princess turned into a white swan by 
an evil sorcerer’s curse. The curse can only be broken by a prince who stays faithful to her. The 
ballet is associated with the Bolshoi Ballet, as the current authoritative theory places the ballet 
as originally produced for the company, and it was the troupe that premiered the ballet. The 
main role of Odette and that of Odile, the black swan and sorcerer’s daughter who attempts to 
seduce Prince Siegfried, is usually played by the same prima ballerina. However, in a school 
setting, it is usual to split the roles between two dancers, as the ballet is very strenuous. 

A “fouettd” (more precisely, fouctte rond dejambe en tournant) is a ballet movement that 
involves the dancer making a quick spin in place on one leg, while on pointe. The “grand 
fouette” that Liza is referring to is a famous section within “Swan Lake,” where Odile the Black 
Swan does 32 continuous fouettes. 

“ALP” is short for alkaline phosphatase, an enzyme responsible for removing phosphates from 
molecules. ALP levels can be an indicator of bone formation, and consequently, of the presence 
of bone cancer.
